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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment filed on 04/16/09. 

2. Claims 1, 3-6, 9-14 and 16-18 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 1, 3-6, 9-14 and 16-18 have been amended to overcome the 1 12 second paragraph 
rejections. The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for 
an automatic shift manual transmission as defined by the limitations of claims 1 and 6, including 
a particular actuator rod carrying a shifter, wherein a shift operation is performed by particular 
recitation of claims 1 and 6.
